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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Examiner must initially note that contrary to 
applicants' assertions (Response, page 6, paragraph B) the amended paragraph [0047] is most definitely not the same as the paragraph 
which was originally filed, as the last two lines contain differences from those which were filed, and as such clearly appear to still contain 
new matter. With respect to the prior art obviousness rejections based upon Fischer the Examiner believes that applicants have 
overlooked several strong relavent teachings found in the reference, as well as also at times ignoring the not inconsiderable skill of the 
art. For example, the number (i.e. "two or more building structure peripherals") of peripherals which are preapplied is clearly believed to 
be within the skill of the art (note the Response at page 8, "Statement 1), and with respect to the assertion (page 9, lines 1-3) that nothing 
in the alleged admissions relate to this particular issue the Examiner must note for this particular issue their silence concerning the 
disclosure of Fischer regarding the prior art at Col 1 , lines 28-54, as well as the believed great breadth of their independent claims. As a 
final example, note (Response, page 10, Statement 2) that "Fischer does not teach or suggest adhering universal flashing to two or more 
surfaces that are at one or more angles to each other using a pre-applied adhesive" the Examiner must respectfully note that it is believed 
to be within the skill of the art as regards how the flashing, i.e., roofing segment is applied to the substrate. . 
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
